His closest friend in Khartoum was reported in June 1960 to have 
been West German Commercial 5 Cultural Attache Richard POHL. 

In 1960 and 1962 he was reported as "unofficially” subordinate 
to the West German Ambassador in Sudan, Dr. HAAS, with whom he 
was said to be very close. One Source claimed in 1963 that OLBRUECK 
had admitted to him that he was CATUSK and that his title of 
"consulting engineer" and his overt commercial activities in 
Khartoum were merely a cover for his actual work as technical 
advisor to the Sudanese IS. 

3. In view of the above information, Munich wonders if Rolf 
is actually using the surname OLBRUECK instead of his own name 
PROBSCHOLD, and if ho has, assumed. any of his step-father's cover 
roles.
